Apples for Stock Feed. 


It is possible, with some prolific va- 


rieties of apples, to got nioic good food 
for stock and with lots labor than by 
planting and cultivating crops or by 
cutting grass for hay. Quality and size 
of fruit arc not essential, but only the 
free-bearing; characteristic. Wo have 
known trees of natural fruit to bear 
years ago thirty bushels every year. 
With forty trees on an acre, this would 
give 1200 bushels of produce, much 
more in quantity and nutriment than 
could ho grown in anything else. This 
tree was In a yard where hogs were 
kept which ate the fruit, and their 
droppings made the land always very 
rich. If the fruit were taken off and 
•old no farmer would think of yearly 
dressing to the tree the amount of ma- 
nure that the hogs left under it.

Vessels for the Chinese Navy. 


A squnilnin of ci^ht war vo.snols, 


built in England and Germany for tlie 
Chinese JTavy, lias recently been laying 
in Spitlicad before sailing for China. 
Two, the Chih Yuan and the Ching 
Yuan, of the swift, protected cruiser 
class, have heen built at Klswick. Tliey 
were deslfpied by order of the Mnr(|iiis 
Tseng by W. A. While, but their con- 
struction has been mainly carried out 
under the superintendence of Lin Ta- 
jeu. the present Chinese Minister. 
Tlioir displacement is ii,.'JOO tons, their 
Icncth 2ns feet, breadth :!8 feet, depth 
from main deck to the keel molded 21 
feut. Their speed on tlie trial trips 
averaged IS.DMknote. 


The vessels arc built of steel and are 


double-botlomed, while additional pro- 
tection to the extent of 8 feist in thick- 
ness, is afforded by the method of car- 
rying coal. Tiie armament consists of 
three 21-ceutimeter Krupp guns, and 
two G-inch Armstrongs, eight (J-poiind- 
er rapid-firing Hotchkiss guns and six 
Catlings. 


Two of the vosM-ls \vcre 1'iiiit in (Jer 


many, and Stullin, by the Vulcan Ship- 
building Company, and are of the class 
of armed cruisers. They arc armed 
with two 21-centimeter Krupp guns in 
the bows, mounted en barbette, and 
circled by an armor-plated breastwork. 
These have also two rt-inch Krupp, so 
that although larger than the Arm- 
strong vessels, they have one 21-centi- 
meter Krnpp gun less than the latter. 
Their names urn the King Ynan and 
the Ijai Yuan. 


The fifth vessel was a torpedo boat, 


built by Yarrow, and is said to he the 
fastest of its size ever launched, having 
obtained the great speed of 28 mile* an 
hour. The whole squadron is com- 
manded by Admiral Lang, while some 
retired liritish officers are employed to 
aid in navigating the squadron 
to

The Indians seldom wantonly killed 


their eaptlves. 
When u sufficient num- 


ber had been sacrificed to avenge the 
memory of such braves as had fallen in 
light, the remaining captives were 
•ither adopted as tribesmen or disposed 
of as slaves. 


So valitnt a warrior as this pale-faced 


coM-co-rousc was too important a per- 
sonage to bo used as a slave, and Wa- 
bun-so-na-cook, the chief, received him 
as an honored guest rather than as a 
prisoner, kept In his own house for two 
days, and adopting him as his own sou, 
promised him a largo gift of land.— 
Then, with many expressions 'of friend- 
ship, he returned him, well escorted by 
Indian guides, to the trail that led di- 
rect back to the English colony at 
Jamestown. 


This relation destroys the long-fa- 


miliar romance of tho doughtv captain's 
life being saved by "the King's" own 
daughter, but it seems to lie the only 
true version of the story, based upon 
his own original report. 


Hut though the oft-described "res- 


cue" did not take place, tho valiant 
Engllshmsn's attention was speedily 
drawn to the agile little Indian girl, 
Ua-ta-oka, whom her father called his 
"tomboy" or po-ca-liiin-ta«. 


She was as inquisitive as any ^oung 


girl, savage or oivillied; and she was 
so full of kindly attentions to the cap- 
tain, and bestowed on him so many 
•miles and looks of wondering curiosi- 
ty, that Smith made much of her in re- 
turn, gave her some trifling presents 
and asked her name. 


Now it was ono of the many singular 


customs of tho American Indians never 
to tell their own iiamo«, nor even to al- 
low them to be spoken to strangers by 
auy of their own immediate kindred. 
The reason for this lay in their peculiar 
superstition, which held that the speak- 
ing of one's real name gave to the stran- 
ger to whom it wlis spoken a magical 
and harmful influence over such person. 


For this very reason, Wa-bun-BO-na- 


cook was known to tho colonists by the 
name of his tribe, Pow-ha-tan, rather 
than by his own name. So, when lie 
was asked his little daughter's name, he 
hesitated, and then gave in reply the 
nickname by which ho often called her, 
Fo-ca-hun-tas, the "little tomboy."— 
This agile young maiden, by reason of 
her relationship to the head chief, was 
allowed much more freedom and fun 
than was usually tho lot of Indian girls, 
who were, as a rule, the pin'tiVchSJH'' 
uncomplaining little drudges Oonicn/y 
Indian home and village.- [From' . i* 
toric Girls: 5Ia-ta-oka of Pow-ha-hln,' 
by K. S. Brooks in St. Nicholas for No- 
vember.
